Voices from he Tullustrious Dead —The 
Words of Gaston, Badger, Stalin, 
Henry, Seawell, Iredell 
and Strange. 


A generation has passed away since 
the laying of the corter stone of the 
Capitol building in this city, and it 
would be interesting to our numerous 


readers here and elsewhere, to learn 
something of the festivities of that occa- 
sion, falling as it did upon the 4th day 
of July, 1833. We, therefore, compile 
an account of the ceremonies, &e., 
from a file of the Raleigh Register for 
that year, believing that such memories 
are sacred as the song of “ auld lang 
syne.” 

Thursday was the Anniversary, and 
at sunrise the people of Raleigh assem- 
bled, accordiag to a custom maintained 
-uatil the breaking out of the late war, 
in the Presbyterian church to offer reli- 
gious services. | 1 | 

At 9 o'clock, a procession consistin 

of the old City Guards, citizens — 
strangers, President and Professors ot 
the State University, Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, Committee of Arrange- 
ments, City Commissioners, Iutendent, 
Music, Tyler, followed by part of the 
Masonic ſruteruity, Commissioners of 


retary and Treasurer, Bible, Syuare and 
Compass borne by 4 Master, Reader, 
Chaplaio and Orator of the day, P G 
Warden, PD G Master, two lights borne 
by Masters,G Wardens G Masters, G J 
and S Deacons and d Sword Bearer, 
formed in front ot the “Government 
House,“ i. e. the Governor’s palace. and 
marched up Fayetteville street to Umon 
Square, where it proceeded, in inverted 
order, to atemporary platform erected 
near the corner stone. 

Dr. Simmons J. Baker, the Grand 
Master, then addressed the audience 
brietly followed by an sppropriate 
prayer from the Rev. William Hvoper, 
after which the stone was laid in due 
conformity by the Grand Master.

It is our ardent hope and 
euruest prayer that, whatever spot this 
beneficient spirit shall select-as the first 
scene of its operations, it will not de- 
sist from its kindly action until its im- 
mediate as well as its general blessings 
shall have pervaded every part of the 
State. Too long has North Carolina 
been rent asunder by sectional jeal- 
ousies and paltry local feuds. If she is 
ever to prosper, it must be by vigorous, 
persevering aod united avtion—-by a 
strong pull, a long pull, and a pull all 
together!“ 

Thus closed that eventful Indepen- 
deuce Day, forty years ago. The de- 
sendants of those who were then active 
instruments for good, remain among us 
the honored and respected members of 
society, who should still, in the lan- 
guage of Governor David L. Swain, who 
now reats with his fathers, be “emulous 
of their ancient glory.”

Hence 
the esponsibility which attaches 
to young gentlemen who enjoy such ed- 
educational advantages a3 those who 
graduate ai the University. He enlarg- 
ed upon truth and personal honor, des- 
cribing the last named virtue as the 
most conspicuous of the great, while he 
deprecated the aggregation of wealth 
in corporations which he described as 
soulless and which are fast becoming a 
power behind the throne, greater than 
the throne itself. Ule impressed upon 
his hearers the importance of industry 
with a view to the accummulation ot 
money. Poverty he regarded as calam- 
ity, because it prevented the generous 
from aiding their sufleriug and desery-~ 
ing fellows. When one goes into a work- 
ship he is amazed at the complication 
of machinery, and yet it all depends 
upon the simple mechanical forces. So 
when the student goes izto the world’s 
great work-shop he is astounded at the 
apparent bustle and strife and confusion 
which he there finds; but then every- 
thing there rests upon the great princi- 
ples ot primary truth. 

The fathers of tbe republic were
